WasuHinuton, September 11.—The _ presi- 
dent’s trip appears to have done him good. 
Though he seems apparently to.be somewhat 
thinner than when he left, the presicent says 
he has increased in weight fifteen pounds. He 
looks like a man who has been roughing it. 
He is dreadfuliy sunburned, and the skin 


seems to have peel€d off his hands, face, and | 
nose, and in othier ways he bears marks Of a | 


pretty rough campaign. He says, however, 
that he stood the journey well, and never 
had better health. *He speaks enthusiastically 
of the wonders of nature to be seen in the far 
west. + feing asked how he stood the long 
journey on horsebaek, he answered that he 
took to the saddle like an old treoper, and 
did not feel the least discomfort in all his long 
ride. Sleeping in a tent was at first some- 
thing of a novelty, e specially when one could 


hear the wolves howling andsee them within | 


three hundred yards of the camp, but he soon 
became used to that, and all feelings of the 
newness of the experience closed in a few 
@aiys. As to any meeting of Indians witha 
view to getting an expression of opinton from 
them as to their Gesire to be under the rule 
of the war department, no such thing oc- 
curred. He saw Indians, and through an in- 
terpreter talked with some of them, but only 
on general matters, and no questions in re- 
gard to the transtér of their agencies to any 
other department than that under.which 
they now are were asked. The fishing was 
fairly good, but the trout were not as large as 
might beexpected, considering how little the 
streams were fisted. In conclusion, he 
said the trip was a great pleasure, and the ob- 
jects of the expedition, which were to see the 
country and takea rest, were fully accom- 

lished. As to political matters he had-noth- 
ing tosay. He had been so far from newspa- 
pers and the means of knowing what was go- 
ing on throughout the country that he could 
not speak of political matters with any degree 
of intellizence. Though he enjoyed the trip 
and had a most interesting and valuabie in- 
Sight into frontier life, he was giad to get 
back to Washingiop, aud must new turn lis 
attention tothe affairs of the nation. His 
reception everywhere had been of the most 
kinoly and flat.ering nature, and was as en- 
thusiasiic as any one could desire. Witha 
few words concerning the possibilities of fu- 
ture western development the interview

CONFEDERATE PROPERTY. 

WASHINGTON, Scptember 11.—The subject 
of the amount of property thatis yet in ex- 
istence that belonged to the confederate gov- 
ernment at its Collapse is again being dis- 
cussed. It issaid the full truth bas never been 
told, and tha: an investigation would aston. 
ish the country with the magnitude of its 
discoveries. Some vears ago the treasury de- 


partment entered into a contract with a gen-, 


tleman who professed to know a good deal 
about this matter, agreeing to give him one- 
half of allbe could discover. Though he 
has had ample time te do _ so, he 
has made no report of property 
discovered, although there are rge 
quantities he might bays found if he had 
been possessed of the proper information, It 
is believed that in England and on the, con- 
tinent there are many millions of dollars’ 
worth, and the correct estimate of the value of 
all that could be obtained with the proper 
knowledge and diligence would reach between 
$20,000,000 and $30,000,000. This may seem 
like a very large sum, but when itis remem- 
bered that buth in England ~= and 
,on the continent there were vast 
depots of suppiies and a good _ deal 
of money, both generally concealed under the 
names of local firms and banks, the amount 
wul notseem to be overstated. The property 
generally in ships, of which there were eight 
or ten of the best built then afloat; arms and 
munitions of war, money on deposit, and cot- 
ton belonging to the coniederate government. 
It would, perhaps, be difficult to track the 
last named species of property: but a person 
who had the necessary information, which is 
still in existence, would have no_ great 
degree of trouole in finding where 
the cotton went to, and gettinga good deal oi 
its value back. In 1881, while Mr. Blaine 
was secretary of state,an American who 
knows England and the continent very well, 
by accident discovered a deposit of what he 
believes to be nearly a million of dollars in 
an English bank. On his return he commu- 
nicated to the state department this informa- 
tion, with a suggestion asto the manner of 
reclaiming it. But just then there was a. 
change in the administration, and Mr. 
Arthur reconstructed the cabinet, and Mr. 
Brfaine went out of office. The American 
said no more about it, and his information 
has never been utilized. 
DEATH OF COLONEL HOLLOWAY. 
WASHINGTON, September Ll —Colonel David. 
P. Ho loway diedin thiscity. Colonel Hollo- 
way was born in Waynesville, Onbio, in 1809, 
but removed with. his parents to Cincinnati in 
1813. In 1823 he went to Richmond and 
learned the printing business and subse- 
quently served four years in the office of the 
Cincinnati Gazette. He began the publica- 
tion of the Richmond Palladium in 1852 and 
edited it for many years, In 1843 he was 
elected to the lower branch of the state legis- 
lature of Indiana, and in 18354 to the state 
senate, serving nine years. In 1855 he was 
elected representative in congress from In- 
diana, and was chairman of the committee on 
agriculture during that term. in 1861 he was 
appointed by President Lincoln commissionér 
of patents. For some time prior to his death 
he has been engaged in business in this city as 
a patent attorney. The remains will be taken

| SENSATIONAL DIVORCE SUIT.

Ezra Ceoper, a Milloinaire Kanker, the Detendant— 
A trap Lald by His Wife. 

Erte, Pa., September 11,—A_ sensational 
trial against Ezra Cooper, the millionaire 
banker, and one of the largest landowners in 
nortitwestern Pennsylvania, was begun yes- 
terday. The banker is charged with clandes- 
tinely supporting Miss Mary Kelly. (countess 
of Corry). The case for the prosecution rests 
upon the testimony.of three men. Judson 
henner described that while employed as a 
mechanic about the Cooper man- 
sion, he was told by Mrs. Cooper, the wife of 
the banker, that she had well-founded sus- 
picions that her husband was unfaithful. 
W hile she was away from bome she said her 


| husband was in the habit of clandestinely 
| introducing another young woman into their 


home, and aliowingber to remain there for 
days and weeks at atime, and contriving for 
her secret departure before the return of his 
wife. According to the man’s story Mrs. 


| @ooper said she wanted a divorce, and prom- 
_ ised to pay liberally for evidence of her hus- 
| band’s infidelity, sufficient to obtain a decree, 


She employed Fenner as her detective, 
with power to engage two assistants 
and prepare a trap for the banker. In the 
concoction of a. good scheme the lady’s own 
wit wasemployed. At her suggestion it was 
agreed tnat she should feign illness and go to 
Cleveland for a month’s treatment, Previous 
to departing for Cleveland an ante-room ad- 
joining Mr. Cooper's chambers was fixed up 
for tue concealment of the three confederates. 


Spy holes were then cut through the panels of. 


the wail near.the floor. Everything being 
ready, Mrs. Cooper prepared to go, first bar- 
gaining with te detectives to pay them 
$5,000 for substantial evidence to convict 
her husband. When the woman arrived 
they were to enter by the back door. 
The key of the ante-room she gave them’ 

The plot, according to the testimony of 
Fenner, succeeded. In less than forty-eight 
hours they were rewarded with a sight of the 
couptess of Corry. The confederates imme- 
diately entered the house and secreted them- 
selves in a clothes press until the banker and 
the countess Saad into the room. From the 
clothes-press the syndicate repaired to the 
anteroom. Each manapplied his eyetoa 
spyhole The evidence obtained was, it is 
claimed, conclusive. 

The case for the prosecution closed with 
the testimony of the trio, and the defense be- 


gan to call an array of testimony in support‘ 


of the allegation of conspiracy and blackmail. 
The defendant avowed his intention to apply 
for warrants for the arrest of the three wit- 
nesses immediately the verdict is rendered. 
He proposes to charge them with conspiracy 
and burglary, in breaking into and entering 
his premises.

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THE JaMES GANG, 


The Confession of Ciarence Hite, I[mplicating Frank 
Burr. 

Kansas City, Mo., September 11.—In con- 
sequence of the recent publication of Dick 
Liddell’s statement regarding the history of 
the James gang, Police Commissioner Craig, 
oi this city, has given out the confession of 
Clarence Hite, which was made to the officers 
at Jefierson City, and which is published to- 
day. Clarence Hite, the youngest of the 
batd, was captured in Kentucky 
soon after Liddell’s surrender, being 
confronted by the -evidence of his 
complicity with the Winston and Blue Cut 
train robberies. He pleaded guilty in Davis 
county criminal court, and was sentenced to 
twenty-five vears in the penitentiary. This 
confession was made before Governor Critten- 
dan, Commissioner Craig and Sheriff Timber- 
lake, of Clay county. Soon after Hite was 
in :arcerated in the penitentiary, and before 
the death of Jesse James, last February, Hite 
was pardoned on account of failing health, 
and died a few daysafter. He made a state- 
ment just before his death, toareporter, which 
was published at the time, and which cor- 
responds substantially with that published 
to-day, as given tojpe officers. This account 
of the movement of the gang 
during Hites’s connection with _ it, corres- 
ponds in all esceutial particulars with Lid- 
dell’s story, and corroborates in detail Lid- 
dell’s testimony at Galleton, implicating 
‘rank James in the Winston robbery. Ft 
also accounts fér Frank’s pafticipation in the 
Bluecut rovbery, as told by 
Liddell, and for, which James is 
yet to betried. Charlie Ford took part in 
the Bluecut robbery, and is expected to tes- 
tify, as, also, will Liddell, when that case is 
heard, 


CRIMB AND CASUALTY. * 


An infuriated Husband Murders His Wite and Krothe 
er-in\ Law. 

Sr. Lovrs, September 11.—Meager informa- 
tion through police forces was furnished late 
last night of one of the most bloody tragedies 
that have occurred in this city for avery long 
time. Henry B. Blessing, an engineer, re- 
siding at 1,451 Cass avenue,made a murderous 
assault upon his brother-in-law, about 11:30 
o'clock, tiring several shots at him. All of 
the shots took effect, and will prove fatal. 
Blessing then fired two shots at his wife, 
both of which struck her, inflicting 
dangerous wounds, The infuriated 


man then escaped from the _ house, 


and eluded pursuit for an hour, when he was+ 


found inthe garret of his house with his 
throat cut from ear to ear, but was not dead. 
He was taken to a dispensary where he at- 
tempted to explain his acts, but could not 
talk on account of his windpipe being nearly 
severed. He was then taken to the hospital 
where his wounded wife and brother-in-law: 
had already been taken, and where they now 
lie in a very critical condition. No explana- 
tion of the affair has. yet been obtained, but 
it is supposed to have originated ina family 
quarrel and in a fit of insane jealousy. 

Catro, Ill , September 11.—Kate Colton, a 
colored woman, became incensed at Alf Mil- 
ler, who refused tv marry her, and put some 
poison in his coffee at the house of Miller’s 
father-in-law last night, and the whole family 
were poisoned. One member has already 
died and the rest are very low. 


A VERA CRUZ VOMIT, 


The Disease at the Penaacola Navy Yard Considered 
Frightful. 

WASHINGTON, September 11.—In a letter to 
the postmaster general, the postmaster at 
Pensacola, Fla., describes the yellow fever at 
the Pensacola navy yard as a regular Vera 
Cruz vomit of a very miligant type, fifty per 
cent of the sick dying. The city of Pensacola, 
however, is said to be remarkably healthful, 
with not a single case of sickness. In answer 
to the request of the postmaster for permis- 
sion to fumigate the mails from: the navy 
yard, the superintendent of the railway mail 
service has authorized him to open the tied 
mail bags at Big Bayou bridge and fumigate 
them at that place, if the packages can be 
fumigated without breaking the seals-and vi- 
oiation of. their contents, the postmaster is 
granted liberty to do so. .

Lonpon, September 11,—The British ad 
miralty has been informed by telegraph of the 
occurrence ef a slight disorder in Canton, but 
no orders have been transmitted to the Eng- 
lish fleet in Chinese waters in connection- 
therewith, the admiral in command being 
left to act as he thinks best under the circum- 
stances of theease. It is stated that the Mar- 
quis Tseng, who has arrived ia this city, will 
have an interview with Lord Granville, sec- 
retary of foreign affairs, before returning to 
Paris. 

A despatch from Hong Kong states that the 
riot at Ca:ton was caused bya number of 
Portugese sailors killing a Chinaman in an 
affray. The authorities of Canton were slow 
in repressing the disorder. Although order 
has been restored, great excitement prevails 
among all classes. Much indignation is ex- 
pressed at: the absence of the men of war to 
protect the European residents. 

A dispatch from Paris to the Exchange 
telegraph company states that M. Tseng, 
Chinese embassador, prior to leaving Paris 
for London'communicated with M, Challomel 
Lacour, French minister of foreign affairs, 
relative to the reinforcement of the French 
forces in Tonquin. In reply M. Challomel 
Lacour said he could not stop the despatch of 
reinforcements while there was danger of 
war. That this could only be removed by the 
settlementof a basis upon which a4 treaty 
conid be made,

THE WORLD aBROAD. 


The Austrian Riota-Germany, Spain and Great 
Britain. 

VIENNA, September 11.—Count Kalnoky, 
minister of foreign affairs, has sent a dispatch 
to all the representatives of Austria abroad. 
informing them of the precise status of the 
insurrectionary. movement in Croatia, and 
announcing the determination of the gov- 
ernment to use extreme measures to suppress 
the rebellious movement forthwith. 

The mayor of Agram has issued a proc- 
lamation forbidding the assemblage of a group 
ef persons for any purpose, and prohibiting 
the people from walking abroad after dark. 
Herr Tissa. Hungarian prime minister, has 
summoned the principle notables to Agram, 
including the former ban, to consult upon 
the situation, and to devise means for the 
suppression of disorders. 

Peasants living between Gline and Peterina 
are in full rebellion. The movement is di- 
rected chiefly against the land owners. A 
strong military force has been dispatched to 
the scene of the distnrbance. No particulars 
have yet been received. 

THE KING OF ANNAM, 

Paris, September 11,—-It is said that the 
successor of King Luduc, of Annam, will re- 
ceive the grand cordon of the Legion of 
Honor from the French government, and 
that the ministers who signed the treaty of 
Hue, will be made the commanders of that 
order, 

REDUCTION OF WAGES, 

MANCHESTER, September 11.—Ata meeting 
of the Lancashire Cotton Spinners’ society 
to-day, a resolution was passed declaring that 
the depressed condition of the cotton goods 
trade demandsa reduction of wages. The 
resolution applies to both the spinning and 
weaving departments of the factories. 

VIENNA, September 11.—The bi-centennial 
of the liberation of Vienna by John Sobieski, 
king of Poland, in 16835, was begun to-day by 
the unveiling of a memorial tablet in honor 
ofthe event. The principal ceremonies com. 
memorative of the triumph of Sobieski, will 
take place to-morrow, which is the anniver- 
sary.of the final victory over the Turkish in- 
vaders. 

Lonpon, September 11.—The continued 
spread of the cattle disease in nearly every 
portion of England causes the greatest un- 
easiness. In some sections of England, ouly 
American beef is row to be Obtained. The 
reports from Scotland state that the disease 
has not yet made its appearance there. 

Paris, September 11.—The Figaro states 
that the Countess de Chambord authorizes 
the publication of& statement that her decis- 
ion regarding the position of chief mourner 
at the funeral of Count de Chambord implies 
no refusal on her part to recognize the indis- 
putable rights of toe Orleans princes. 

Berwin, September 11.—Ernest Stevens, 
English socialist, whose arrest at Vienna and 
extradition to Germany caused the recent 
riots among the workmen in Vienna. has 
been -arresied and committed to prison at 
Havana. 

St. PeTerspureG, September 11.—The Noro 
draja Walja, the chiet organ of the nihilists, 
which was suppressed by the government

A LowerAverage of Corn Very Generally Reporte 
al: Over the Country. 

W AsHINGTON, Septemberl1—The September 
returns to the department of agriculture in 
dicated a lower condition of corn than in 
Augustin every sectionof the country, and in 
nearly every state. The only gains in the west 
are in Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska, where 
a slight improvement is indicated. Minnesota 
stands as in August, Arkausas makes a gain 
of one point, and Georgia and Alabama re- 
main as in August, but all other cotton states 
show every decline. The figures are also 
much redneed for each of the middle states. 
The corn surplus” states show changes 
as follows: In Ohio a reduction from 
89 to 82; Michigan, 68 to 60; Indiana, 95 to 
85: Llinois, 86 to82; lowa, 85 to 80. The in- 
crease in Misouri, 83 to 84; Kansas, 99 to 101; 
Nebraska, 84 to 87. Thedecline in New York 
isfrom 90 to 77, and in Penns;lyania from 
99 to 89, The general average of the condi- 
tion op the firstof September was 84, a de- 
crease of five points during the last month.

The Monroe Advertiser Burned out by Alleged Incen 


diaries. 
Special to the Constitution. 

ForsytH, September 11.—Once more has 
the torch of the incendiary been applied here, 
and the result is that last night at one o'clock 
a.m. the Advertiser building and Thomas 
rock warehouse adjoining were totally de- 
stroyed, entailing a loss of $12.000 on which 
there was 55,475 insurance. The entire plant 
of the Monroe Advertiser, was destroyed, 
not even a book or paper being saved. The 
fire originated in a vacant room in the second 
story, In the rear of and adjoining the Adver- 
tiser office. The alarm was given by Mr. 
rank Bridges who slept in a roum across the 
hall from the Advertiser. He was almost 
stifled with smokezand hardly escaped. Mr. 
John T. Waterman and several of his em- 
ployes, who lived near, were among the first 
on the szene but were unabie to make their 
way up the stairway or get into the office on 
account of the smoke which filled the entire 
upper story. Mr. Waterman’s loss is about 
$2,700, besi les bis books and accounts, and his 
insurance is $1,800. The Advertiser building 
was owned by J. M Thomas, M. G. Turner 
Sr., and W. C Lockett. Mr. Thomas owninz 
the lower story which was insured for $2,000, 
Mr. Lockett had only $490 on his half of the 
second story, and Mr. Turier had no insur- 
ance. Thomas rock ‘warehouse next: door 
was valued At 8-000 and was in- 
sured for $1,275 fhe cotton was 
all savel but three dales. A car load of 
wagons stood in the lower story of the Ad- 
vertiser building and on consignment by the 
Webster Wagon Co.’ was a total loss—no 
insurance. Captain T. B Cabaniss lost his 
valuable law library, and his office, which 
was also in the second «story, worth about 
$1,500, on which he had no insurance. The 
summary Of losses is as follows:

SUDDBN DEATH 


On the Train of a Discharged United States Sol« 
dler. 
From the Knoxville Tribune. 


Sunday afternoon there was a sudden death 
on the eastern bound East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia train,which isdue at Knox- 
ville at4:17 p.m. When thetrain was be- 
tween Philadelphia and Loudon, one ot the 
p :ssengers was observed to leave his seat and 
go to the water-cooler foradrink. When he 
resumed his seat it was evident 
that he ‘was very ill. Some one 
went to him and asked him what was 
his trouble. The stranger made noreply, but 
simply placed bis hand on his heart. Ip a few 
minutes he was dead. The body was brought 
to Knoxville and Coroner Hudiburg notitied. 
He summoned the followihg jury of inquest: 
L, C Shepard,.M. L. Gentry, C.F. Maskall. 
I.S, Cheatham, Jacob Hicks, John Crowly 
and Benjamin Hackney. Letters and papers 
found on the body of the dead man showed 
that he had recently been a private soldier 
in company H., 7th regiment, 
United States infantry, and that his 
name was Anton’ Hofer. He had an 
bonorable discharge from the army. having 
been discharged at Fort Laramie. W yoming, 
"May 15, 1883, on the surgeon’s certificate of 
physical disability. He had papers showing 
that his wages had been paid in full up to 
May 21,1885. His discharge stated that his 
character was ‘excellent.’ He had served 
in the United States army two years. He 
was thirty-five years old, and was burn 
in Vienna, Austria. He measured _ five 
feet eight inches in height, and wasa fine 
looking man. Ougwardly, there were no 
evidences of disease. In the pockets of the 
dead man were found $990 in cash and a 
railroad ticket to Washington, D.C. He was 


evidently strongly addicted to the use of

tobacco, several pipes and tobacco pouches 
being found among his effects. There was no 
.evidence of intemperance or other bad habits. 
The man was dressed in a good suit of citizens 
grey clothes, and had in his possession other 
clothing, blankets, ete.

It is very generally known that Bob Taylor 
was killed last winter ona train in Missouri. 
and it’s a well known fact that Andy isin the 
Hamilton county jail awaiting acer 
supreme court, he having been sentenced to 
hang the SUth of last June. But there has 
always been a lingering doubt in the minds 
of early everybody as to the wherea- 
bouts of John, who was reported to 
have died in Missouri and was buried there. 
Although it was literally proven that he was 
dead at the trial of Andy,yet the public mind 
has never been satistied with the develop- 
inents madethen. To fully settle the matter 
Sberiff Springfield, of Hamilton, bas recently 
visited Ballinger county. Missouri, the very 
spot where John was said to have been 
buried. He »pened the grave pointed out to 
himas John Taylor’s, and on removing the 
lid of the coffin at once identified the remains 
as those of the late desperado. The face was 
somewhat decomposed and had lost its natur- 
al expression.but his whiskers and moustache 
were the same he woreon theday of the 
fearful tragedy near Loudon. The re- 
mains were clothed in the  identi- 
cal suit of clothes he wore on that day, even 
to the bullet bole in the coat sleeve made by 
Sheriff Cate. Sheriff Springfield stated to a 
Tribune reporter yesterday, that he was cer- 
tain that the mortal remains of John Taylor ’ 
are mouldering beneath the sandy soil of the 
Mississippi bottoms, and the public need 
never fear of his being caught in another 
shooting scrape. Andy, the last of the terri- 
ble trio, is patiently awaiting his time in the 
Hamilton county jail. He is quiet and gives 
the jailer no trouble. He has no hope of the 
terrible sentence being reversed in the su- 
preme court, and knows too wéil of the terri- 
ble fate that awaits him. When he meets his 
just reward, then will the horrible death of 
Conway and Cate be avenged.

Epirors Constirution: Is the senate of 
Georgia democratic enough to allow the peo- 
pleof Bartow county to decide for themselves 
whether they will have whisky in their midst 
ornot? This is the great question here, ahd

‘In case any corporation oe _ ipal, or 
any trader or firm of traders, shall fail to pay 
at maturity any one or more ii debts, 
payment of which has been properly demand- 
ed ofsuch debtor, and by him refused, and 
shall be insolvent, it shall be in the power “0 
a court of equity, undera creditor’s bill, t 
which one or more of the] 
creditors who have matured debts 
unpaid shall be necessary parties to proceed 
to collect the assets, real and personal, includ- 
ing choses in action and money, and appro- 
priate the same to the creditors of such 
trader, firm of traders or corporations.”’ 

The six sections immediately following pro- 
vide the method of appointing receivers and 
carrying out the object of the section quoted.

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CREMATION IN NEW ORLEANS. 

Cremation is theoretically accepted by many 
sanitarians and other people who study the 
public health, but in the minds of the great 
mass Of people it makes but ‘little headway— 
lessno doubtin this country than in italy 
and Germany and most of the other European 
countries. The crematory established by the 
eccentric Pennsylvanian is still the only one 
in the United States. In it about thirty 
corpses have been reduced to ashes, and a 
movement was started to erect a 
crematory near New York, but nothing 
came of it. There are, however, many cre- 
matories in Europe, and many strong asso- 
ciations that advocate the general adoption of 
this method of disposing of dead bodies. 

The question is really a sanitary one, and 
the Christian doctrine of the resurrection of 
the body should not enter into it; for science 
shows that a crematory simply does quickly 
what putrefaction does slowly. This view of

AN INSURANCE QUESTION. 


Why One of The Companies Cannot Withdraw From 
The State. 

The Manhattan Fire Insurance company, 
of New York, has advertised its intention to 
withdraw from business in the stateof Geor- 
gia after the {ih of October, and thatit will 
apply to have its deposit of bonds withdrawn 
from ‘the state treasury. This deposit was 
made under the state law requiring insurance 
companies, not domiciled in Georgia, to place 
securities in the hands of the state .reasurer 
as a guarantee of indemnity to policy holders, 

In the present case Mr. George W. Sims, 
Augusta, (and possibly others), have notified 
Treasurer Speer that be objected to the de- 
livery to the company of the deposit it had 
made. His reasons stated are that the com- 
pany has not liquidated all the claims against 
it outstanding in this state, but thatthere are 
some $50,000 of policies still unsettled He 
therefore, protests on behalf of these policies 
against the withdrawal of the guarantee fund. 

The company’s agents claim that they are 
free from all liabilities, or will be on the th 
of October, when the last of their valid pdoli- 
cies will expire. 

The question rests with the treasurer to de- 
cide. He will hear the claims of the ig t 
ive parties, and when the time arrives to de- 
cide upon the surrender of the securities, he 
may be relied upon todo the right thing in 
the premises,
